Appetite can usually be trusted in the 
' 


matter of what you should or should not 
eat. This idea is advanced by Dr. Graham 
Luck of Cornell Medical school. It is not 
'new. Dr. Lusk's experiments show that 
animals instinctively choose the foods that 
arc best for them. Eats, turned loose in 
* profusion of choice things to eat, select 
the ones containing certain vitamines they 
need. He says: "It does not seem possible 
that the established habit o? diet of man 
can be deleterious to his welfare. 
For 


example, the Eskimo lives largely upon 
meat, yet does not contract gout. Meat 
increases the heat production very preat- 
ly and i-, a comfort-producing food in 
cold wrathcr. 


Food fads have been the vogue for sev- 


eral years. They unquestionably can P.C- 
compl;>h much, particularly certain diets 
for nddir.tr vyicht or reducing: fat. Again, 
many people aro under-nourished, even 
thouph they eat a lot. A proper dk-t, 
supplied ;o them by an expert, furnishes 
jiooes!«ary food substances they have not 
bcrn celt.iiu. 
But food fads, like cvcry- 


thme else, can be overdone. The New- 
York state department of health declares: 
"One of :ho most common fads is tho go- 
ing-wjthout-brcakfast fad. This has been

82.000.000. burglary and 
theft S525JOOO.OOO. embezzlement and 
defalcations 3125.000,000. theft and 
looting of public domain S200.000.000, 
fraudulent bankruptcy and credit swin- 
dles SI00.000.000, bad checks owing 
merchants '$150.000.000. forgery and 
worthless checks 8125,000.000, piracy 
and seaport robbery 875,000.000 — a 
grand, gloomy total of 83.300.000.000. 
Add to this the $5.0QO.OOO:000 we pay 
for police, courts, jails, prisons, etc., and 
we find that dishonesty costs us $8.300,- 
000,000, a year, a sum sufficient to pay 
the current expenses of any three govern- 
ments—enough to thoroughly educate ev- 
ery child in the country. 


Before the war the insurance compa- 


nies estimated- that there were three bur- 
glaries to one fire, today there are seven. 
In ten years the ratio of automobile thefts 
to the total valuation has increased over 
five times. 
Surety companies today are 


paying six times as much for embezzle- 
ment and twelve times as much for bur- 
glaries as was true ten years ago. Then 
there are the worthless goods sold, the 
thousands of articles lost and found that 
are never returned, the cheating in exam- 
inations at schools and colleges, the 
vast number of petty deceptions that are 
practiced in all the walks of life and 
which are not tabulated. 


Back of every offense there are human 


beings. "Aftermath of war," "movies."' 
"prohibition." and all the other stock 
explanations for evil movements and con- 
ditions are piffle. 
They are results, not 


causes. 
There is sorrow, of Bourse, and 


charity, but there is no mitigation for 
dishonesty, no extenuation, for being a 
cheat. The easiest, most natural and best 
answer to all the demands and problems 


Of life—the answer that meets all moral 
questions of humanity—is, "Be Square."

• Curiously enousl', tho tile makers, 
who are reputed '<• have-been a more 
or less despised class, were entrust- 
ed with the task of nose-mending. 
It is thought that these particular 
artlsians went Into plastic work be- 
cause of their farnl'iarity with ce- 
ment and repairs calling for the ad- 
hesion of one substance to another.

Work of 
t.iis kind had already reached a re- 
markablo state o* development wlien 
the war, with its new inx'entions of 
destruction, camt-, multiplying many 
times the number of patients requir- 
ing such treatment. 


To-day thousands of men who sus- 


tained grastly 
facial 
wounds are 


walking the streots" with their fair 
share of pulchritude and contentment 
owing to tho sk.'Jlf.il work of the 
war 
surgeons. As 
much as two- 


thirds of a face could be rebuilt. It 
was foun-1. Tho insertion of new jaw- 
bones and the information of new 
chins socn became relatively simple 
operations. Tho changing of a man's 
hose or providing h'm with a. brand 
new ono was a common occurence. 
Even tho grafting of new ears was 
successfully undeitaken. The faces of 
some men were so much Improved 
that they soon forgot the horror of 
their experiences. 


As a result, plastic surgery emerg- 


ed from the war with a new pres- 
tige. The cultivation of personal beau- 
ty iwas no longer generally sneered 
at, but on _tho other hand, the ma- 
jority of surgeons returned to their 
old reluctance to 
perform 
merely 


"cosmetic" operations. If a

would hMitate to rebuild It, but If the 
nose were deformed by Nature that 
was an entirely . different 
matter.

The 
interests on both sides of tho question 
are extensive and honce the sugar 
schedule always has been one of the 
most controversial in a tariff measure.
